Up until the middle of February, there wasn't much that ! could do because 
I was lejic in.a prison. But i made plans and decided to run away to -the woods 
but i didn't know which woods. — 

Once I was free l would see Kerry Peron a Few times end I 'found out that 
he was from Tebeau, La. I thought that maybe l could go there, so I asked him 
what was ‘febeau (ike and he told me ail ebout his home town . A iso during this 
time I bought come camping stuff over to Rauls house. At first I told him 
: that if we go camping together in the woods near his house, then it would be 
easier, but he knew that I hated home so I suppose he guessed to what ! was 
up to. .. 4 .. . 

-During this time 1 also saved up money, Well, Mardi Gras, on March 2 
was a good eppurinity to go byt I didn't neve everyth ir. 3 , but i was going to 
leave anyway. My plan was this: I barely got permission to go to Mardi Gras 
with Mike Poise (a friend of Steve Carl') but Steve and Mike didn't icnow that 
I wanted to runaway. V/ell, ray percents would leave the house to go downtown * v 
at 8:23 A.M. end I ;o P. would coma by in his car at . 9 :C0 or 5:33 A.M. V.'eli,. .* 
when ray family !e._, I was going to caii Mike and tell hira that ! couldn't go, 
then call Raul ar. ' tell hira that ! needed the camping stuff at his house* and 
;ask Hira if he e-r J pick ce up and bring rao to the Greyhound station well, ray 
3 little sifit---. got . ick, so they and Mr, Gorac; stayed heme, so I had to go 

to Mardi Craa with Mike Pclie. 3 was mad that my attempt was foiled,

On. March 4,' two days iater, i got Kidney trouble end had to stay in boa 
until March 23. On March 24, I went back to school. • ‘ ' Vi’ " 
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Cn Thursday end Friday, April ! end 2, Kerry end I clipped school end 
went downtown , ■ I bought • some none camping stuff then er.cl got e cep of the 
Tebecu area, On Friday; April 2 eftcr* 1 got hoes, my parents know that 1 
skipped. Leter at night, Mr. Geras i began shoving me around end i hated it 
and he knew. that I couldn't stand to have his dirty paws on mo. On Saturday 
they took r.o to see the physician; He suggested that I see a phcycictr ist. 

So, the fol lowing week, I saw him, on Seturdcy, April 17 I hac en eppointenent 
with the Pshycictrcst, but ho wasn't there,* so the appointment wee cot for

On Monday. April 19, Jerry Boyd end 1 rode around in hie car end we 
stopped at the White Elephant end l bought a cu i tease for $4«C0 end brought 
it to Steve Carl's house. All ny stuff was at Steve's house end ! did come 
packing. .. . • 

, Next morning April 20, I we nt to Steve's house end called a Mctry Cab 
from there. Then I left my books in his garage and picked up the suitcase whi 
was in his garage. I also left a letter thete saying goodbye to all my friend 
The cab took me to the Groyhound Station. 


That first night, ! slept in the bus depot. ' The next morning, I wont looking 
for a Jcb and got one at Shcr.ey'o Coffee Shop. Later that day 1 found the hous 
on 1902 V. Captol. : ' .

I couldn't stay with that so I got a job at Jack's Hamburgers. J. 

I started at Jacks cn or about May 6. .! werked from 10 to IIA.M. 
(depending on when the boss caJdso) till about 10 or II P.K.- every Cay at 75$ 
an hour. Note: A guy called Randy who worked at Shoney's asked me if i was 
a Red.) 

On May 16, Sunday I quit because i didn't like the owner. 

On May 17, Mon. I goofed around dad my laundry etc. 

On May 18, Tuesday I applied Miss. Products Industry (in* the morning). 

I nodded 3. references though and 1 didn't have any in Jackson, so I decided 
to go beck to N.0, to see whet references I could get. Besides I wanted to 
write a letter to ay mother with N.0. postmark on it, so these I ice couldn't, 
trace it; i left that evening at about 6:CQ and arrived at N«0. at' 

midnight, by Greyhound bus. A few years ago when ir.the French Guar ter with, 
ny parents 1 net iced the Si Iver^Dollcr -Hotel and the cheap prices sc cf course 
I went and chocked in there. After putting everything in ay ream, f wont to 
Bourbon St. and fosnd a night cleb whore ! could get in l.'/O draft card, I 
g « an '*o s r»v '.no to buy many er *nxs, but I oid, ar.— n tne piece clcsco at /■ 

A I went back .*•' ■■ the hotel. 


Next morning at about o;00 A.M. 1 called keu'.. He sale that my parents 
were worried^ .1 should call ay mother etc. I told him that l wouldn't. 1 
told him ' '.'

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him if he could oct the e:.’*', ' Ho said no, co I told him to eel! Diane Turner* 
er.d then cell me bach et the pey phor.e ! was ct.

I told him I'd be cdting 
et corner of Iberuille end Surbon. So they went there end picked ns up. We 
rode around awhile end they told ne ebout the police attempts to find tie. I 
told them I just ccne from Jackson, Leter on et night, l celled Diene (1 
couldn't call Raul because his aether would* know try voice) end told her i 
v/asi leaving N.O,. et 8:45 P.M. on Greyhound. A while leter, she celled ne et 
tho hotel end said that ay parents were waiting there for me. So 1 told her 
that ! would go to Grand I s io, _ instead, • by car. That night l just I eyed lew 
though, I went back to that night club, worried ebout ay problem, cr.d got 
drunk. I was helped back to the hotel (l don't know who helped nej then at tho 
hotel someone helped me up the stairs to my room. fn’ny room. I f lopped 
down cn the bed and after a while my private felt hot, but I was feeling too- 
miserable to cars. After a few seconds I looked end sew o degenerate dawn 
there. 1 Just fell beck on the bod ond o few seconds later, he left, i guess 
he wes disappointed because 1 didn't have an erection.

Next morning. May 20, Thursday I woke up but 1 didn't foci or.e bit drunk.

people wanted Aluminum siding. 1 went with the boss end another salesman 
down to Kernel hurst end Brookheven to sol icit. v 

On Friday, Mey 2S, after I got finished for the day two pd! icemen came 
to the house and got me. ■

On April 20, 1965 one Philip Gercci 111 \!/;i !7 residing at 220 J Green _ 
Acres Road , Metairie, La. was reported nissing by his father Philip Gcrcei 
Sr. (4-2733-65) • Shortly there after this officer had the occasion to speck 
to Mr. Gcrcci as to the possible location of his cor. end hss reason for lecvln; 
home. Mr. Gcraoi stated that ho had deep concern as to the whereabouts of 
his oon due to the fact he hc3_ found seveeal -bocks concerning Guerrilla 
Iv'crcfaro locked in his room, clt was discovered his son was investigated by 
the V.'erren Committee er.d also by the t-’.u. l. Philip Gercci li was associated 
v/ibh Lee Harvey Oswald er.d wit h such groups as A i or.a 00 end Morgen' s 5ragccfe ~" 
but as to h 1 s involvement "was disci coda at this ti ~5T Mr. Gercci had in lits 
possession several doo,;s ana writings taken from his sen's room, one of these 
becks was 150 Questions for a Gucrr i 1! a • by General Alberto Scys. 'Writings 
were found on such topics co cancel nent, night movement, how one goes about 
taking over a Country Red Stylo and techniques for caking becks, placement 
of then for caxiua effect end how to go about e;:p6oe';ng these bombs. . . " 

Mr. Gersci stated to this Officer his son was receiving poychlotrlc .help 
through Dr. liutchur.oon at the Tulano University and v;a3 very unstable at the ti 
tine of his leaving. Philip Gcraci ill hated his father with a pascion. Derif 
. his last week home, if his father had touched a dear knob, his son would wipe 
it off with a cleen cloth before touching it. He roufuced to cat off the 
sane d Echos with his father or eat at tho ser.e tebJo.. Mr. Gcreci worked at 
the N.A.S.A. plant and required a "secret" clecrence end he was concerned as 
to whether his oon would try to got at him through employment by p Seeing a 
bomb. Philip Gcreci II I had knowledge of how to make a bomb through tho 
becks ho hod on Guerrilla V.'srfere, Philip also had access to chemicals at schc 
school duo to tho fact that he was taking Chemistry at bast Jefferson. Ho 
had also toured the N.A.S.A. plant when hi3 father noticed Phi kip looking over 
the security. _ • . 

Mr. Gercci also had writings where hie con had organised a group called 
the "March Mourodeos" wherein students who. wished to join could file an 
application to his organisation. The nemo cf the organ i set I on was "Liberation 
Rather Than Oppression". The membership in this organ I set Ion were eo follow:
